tion of her surface presented toward us, 
but also renders it uninhabitable. 
It is sup. 


posed that the side turned from UK may have 
an atmosphere suitable for an animal life, 
aud that intelligent beinga obsorving tho 
halo of light shed around its horizon by 
reflations from the earth, may have taken 
this means to ascertain the cause. 
Some in- 


genious device to place a mirror at a height 
where animal life could not be sustainid, 
was tho result. It is to be hoped that this 
discovery may lend to others in regard to 
our interesting sattelite.

'At 5 o'clock last evening » wluta of on» 


hundred guns iras fited in honor of the 
political victories of lut/Eiuadtf. A proce»- 
sion WM formed and proceeded to the exec- 
utive mansiou, on reaching which tho ch«ir- 
mtn of the committee introduced the Presi- 
dent, vbo was received with cheers, the 
band playing "Hail to the chief." Standing 
on the portico, tho President made the fol- 
lowing speech in acknowledgment of tho 
compliment:— 


Gentlemen:— I am very glad to meet you 


on thin occasion and to congratulate you on 
ao good a causa for rejoicing to the entire 
country over tbs election of laet Tneiday. 
While the KtpublicBn majorities were not 
great, they were sufficient to accomplish 
the purpose. The "rag baby" hu been en- 
tirely auppressed, and the people sow know 
what kind of money they are to have in the 
future, and I think we have an asuunmce 
that the Repub!icac8: will control the gov- 
ernment for at least four years longer. 


Three cheers were given for the Presi- 


dent, three cheers for hard money, and 
three cheers for the President's school poli- 
cy. The procession proceeded to the resi- 
dence of tho Secretary of the Navy. It wan 
there announced that Mrs. Roboson returned 
thanks for the serennde to the Secretary, 
who was absent from tho city. Ex-Govern- 
or Shepherd was neit serenaded, and made 
a speech, nnd in conclusion introduced Mr, 
B. Mullett, late supervising architect of the 
Treasury, who made a few remarks, and 
was followed by Henry A. Wilted.

crowd'then visited the Chronicle and Ee- 
publican offices, tendered them each a sere- 
nade, and finally dispersed.

"Subject to your orders, sir." 
Tho onsign went out, and the governor 


ordered lib horse saddled. He did not hes- 
itate long as to whether he should tell Ga- 
brielle. He had her called, and said to her: 
"1st Lieutenant von Hnuenstein has violat- 
ed the orders of the service most flagrantly. 
He will bo court-martialed. 


He paused: Oabriello did not flinch: she 


saked in a firm voice: 
"What has he 


done ?" 


The governor told her briefly, and added: 


"He will be sentenced to death, but he will 
not be shot." 


"That, then, was wnat he had in mind, 


and that is why he was so sad," she cried ; 
"and how could he say thatl could not help 
him? I could have prevented him—he 
should have told me. And how could he so 
ruin our life—so carelessly—so uselessly ?"
